MISCELLANEOUS. 

A Strange Chapter in Life. 

Th% California gold fever has been 
fruitful of incident, interesting, roman¬ 
tic and melancholy, not only in the Unit- 
ed'States, where it raged with the great¬ 
est violence, but in qvery part of the civ¬ 
ilized world to which it spread. 

France contributed a large quota of the 
early adventurers to the land of gold.— 
When the wonderful tales of the immense 
wealth easily acquired in California reach¬ 
ed Paris, a young resident of the place de¬ 
termined to quit his home and seek hits 
fortune there. 

He had not long been married to a 
young and lovely woman, to whom he 
was most devotedly attached, and had just 
become the father of a beautiful boy.— 
To part with either was hard—the more 
so as his wife at first objected to his go¬ 
ing. But the hopes of speedily acquir¬ 
ing a fortune were potent. His depart¬ 
ure was finally, though reluctantly, ac¬ 
ceded to by his wife, who, on the day of 
his departure, accompanied him to the 
vessel which was to bear him away, and 
bade him adieu in a flood of tears. 

Having Arrived at San Francisco, he 
betook himself to the mines in the inte¬ 
rior, and was in less than two months en¬ 
abled to send to his wife (who had taken 
up her residence with her father,) the sum 
of $200? 

But the poor fellow’s hopes were soon 
blasted. He had not been long in Cali¬ 
fornia before he received a letter from his 
father-in-law informing him that his wife 
bad been seduced by, and was living with 
a young man, a friend of the family and 
a former intimate of the injured hus¬ 
band. 

'He remained in California for two 
years longer, and then having in his pos¬ 
session about $10,000, which he had ac¬ 
quired by hard toil, he embarked for 
Franco. 

Arriving at the house of his father-in- 
law, he received another shock by the 
announcement of the fact that his faith¬ 
less wife and her paramour had quitted 
France, for some port in South America, 
taking with them his son. 

He determined to pursue them, and 
with this view, embarked for the city ol 
Valparaiso, where he soon arrived. But 
notwithstanding the most diligent inquir¬ 
ies be did not find the fugitives there.— 
He went thence to Rio Janeiro, and to 
many other South American ports, but 
his search was fruitless, and a few months 
since he arrived in New York, despairing 
of ever again beholding either wife or 
son. 

About a week ago, however, walking 
through William-street, in this City, he 
was startled by meeting face to face his 
long-lost wife. She did not recognize 
him, however, and fearful that she might 
elude him, he followed her to her resi¬ 
dence and entered it. 

The faithless wife exhibited at first 
great astonishment at the unexpected 
meeting, but soon recovered her self-pos¬ 
session, and in very decided terms told 
her husband to be gone. She would lis¬ 
ten to neither entreaties nor threats to 
deliver the child to his father, and ex¬ 
pressed her decided determination to live 
with her paramour. 

The disconsolate husband finding en¬ 
treaty in vain, deteri*“' ' to appeal to 
the law for the ■rv / his son, and 

to this end - ' ‘ndge Stuart, 


who, on learning the facts of the case as 
narrated above, issued a writ of habeas 
corpus , ordering the child to be brought 
before him. 

In compliance with this writ, the child 
was brought before his Honor at his pri¬ 
vate office, nnd was accompanied by his 
mother and several of her neighbors, who 
had come to testify in her behalf. 

She is a fine looking woman of 26 or 
27 years. She did not deny the main 
facts in the statement of her husband, 
but said he had used her badly while liv¬ 
ing with him. 

The neighbors testified that the woman 
had behaved herself so far as their obser¬ 
vation went with the greatest propriety. 
She and the man with whom she was liv¬ 
ing, (he keeps a merchant tailor’s shop,) 
passed as man and wife, and lived appar¬ 
ently in peace. The little boy always 
called the man living with his mother, 
father. The only peculiarity observed in 
the conduct of the mother was the extra¬ 
ordinary interest she manifested in the 
care of her son. She kept Jiim remark¬ 
ably clean and neat, and whenever the 
sidewalks were ever dampened by rain 
she bora him in her arms to the school 
which he attended, least he might get his 
feet wet. Her whole supervison over him 
betrayed great love and anxiety for his 
welfare. \ - • 

The little fellow—a fine light boy 
about seven years old—seemed to under¬ 
stand something of the proceedings in 
Court, and clung closely to the mother 
during the examination. 

His Honor—after a day’s reflection— 
determined to order the boy to the custo¬ 
dy of his father ; and, to give his deci¬ 
sion, summoned the interested parties 
again before him. She persisted in her 
determination to continue with her para¬ 
mour, and no amobnt of reasoning could 
shake her in this resolve. 

When the judge delivered his decision, 
the mother became almost wild. She 
clasped the child frantically to her bosom, 
declaring they should not be parted, and 
the child closed his tiny arms with all his 
might, around his mother's neck, and 
wept bitterly at the thought of parting 
with her and going with his father, who, 
to him, was a strange man. 

The scene presented was a most melan¬ 
choly and heart-rending one. The unit¬ 
ed shrieks of the mother and child were 
most piteous to hear. The broken-heart¬ 
ed father stood on one side, alone betray¬ 
ing by the compressed lips and rapidly 
heaving bosom the terrible emotions 
which were agitating him, and which, de¬ 
spite his most manly exertions to suppress 
them, had vent in unwilling tears. Some 
of the spectators, unable to witness so 
painful a sight, retired from the room in 
tears. Even the Judge betrayed deep 
emotion ; hut, in view of the facts of the 
case—in view of the life of the mother— 
he felt it his duty, in accordance with law, 
to decide as he had. 

The child, screaming lustily the while, 
was placed in the charge of the father, 
and conveyed to his residence, while the 
mother continued for some time in a state 
bordering on hysteria. She was at length 
so far pacified as to warrant her removal 
to her home. The child, too, is inconsol¬ 
able, and it is feared that both mother 
and child, if not re-united, will die of 
grief.— N. Y. Times, July 26. 

Advice to Parents.

Power of Habit. 

John B. Gough, in a lecture delivered 
in Exeter Hall, London, thus illustrates 
the power of habit.

And that first sight of Niaga¬ 
ra, I shall never forget. Now, launch 
your bark on that Niagara river ; it is 
bright, smooth, beautiful and glassy.— 
There is a ripple at the prow ; the silver 
wake you leave behind adds to your en¬ 
joyment. Down the stream you glide, 
oars, sails and helm in proper trim, and 
yon set out on your pleasure excursion.— 
Suddenly some one cries out from the 
bank, ‘Young men, ahoy !’ 

‘What is it?’ 

‘Ah ! ah! we will laugh and quaff; all 
things delight us. What care we for ihe 
future ? No man ever saw it. Sufficient 
for the day is the evil thereof. We will 
enjoy life while we may ; will catch 
pleasure as it flies. This is enjoyment; 
time enough to steer out of danger, 
when we are sailing swiftly with the cur¬ 
rent.’ 

‘Young men, ahoy!’ 

‘Whai is it ?’ 

‘Beware ! beware ! The rapids are be¬ 
low you!’ 

Now you see water foaming all around. 
See how fast you pass that point! Up 
with the helm ! Now turn ! Pull! hard ! 
quick ! quick ! pull for your lives ! pull 
till the blood starts from the nostrils, and 
the veins :tand like whipcords upon the 
brow ! Set the mast in the socket! hoist 
the sail Ah ! ah ! it’s too late ! Shrieking, 
cursing, howling, blaspheming, over they 
g°- 

Thousands go over the rapids every 
year, through the power of evil habit, 
crying all the while : 

‘When I find out that it is injuring 
me I will give it up !’ 

In concluding, the speaker warned 
young men in very impressive languge, 
that they could not, even by penitence, 
amendment, and a long life of religion 
and usefulness, wash out the stain of ear¬ 
ly dissipation, nor always banish the ac¬ 
cusing spectres that would rise even in 
their holiest moments. 

Heroism of a Wife.

He secured it, 
swam ashore, and presented it, soaked 
and dripping as he was, to its fair propri¬ 
etor, who returned her thanks in the 
warmest manner. Indeed, he seemed by 
his satisfied air more than repaid for bis 
soaking and risk by their approving 
smiles as they parted.

Italian History. 

The history of the various Italian fam¬ 
ilies whose names have in time past en¬ 
twined themselves with those of the Ital¬ 
ian States would contain many interest¬ 
ing pastages—a few of peace, innocence 
and well doing, of good men and high- 
minded women, scattered at different in¬ 
tervals through a long black path of hor¬ 
ror and crime. The Florence correspon¬ 
dent of the Newark Advertiser, in a de¬ 
scription of some of the most famous 
old Florentine .palaces and villas, gives 
the following incidents of Italian life : 

“ In theRaiccardi Palace lived the pro¬ 
fligate Alexander, first Duke df Florence, 
and on the site of the old stables was the 
house of his inmate and cousin, Lorenzino 
de Medici, the one a pamperer of his vi¬ 
cious tastes, and afterwards his murderer. 
The street was named del Traditore (of 
the traitor), from his having enticed thith¬ 
er the Duke, under the pretence of an 
assignation with a noble Florence lady, 
whom he had long loved where he basely 
murdered him in bed, under the pretext of 
delivering Florence from the rule of a 
tyrant, though in fact from jealousy and 
hatred of him ; since he himself was no 
more virtious, and but a too natural scion 
of the Medicean house. He fled to Ven¬ 
ice on the night of the assassination, after 
having locked the chamber door on his 
victim ; but like the rest of the family, 
had his triumphal return, and was em¬ 
braced publically by a noble, who cried, 
‘ This our Brutus,’ the deliverer of his 
country!’ 

The Pitti Palace is a ponderous pile, of 
stern absolute aspect, befitting well the 
residence of the Tuscan monarchs ; it 
awakens less the sense of beauty, than of 
permanence and solemn grandeur. After 
becoming acquainted, however, with its 
charming gallery of paintings, and its de¬ 
lightful gardens, the rigid face of the old 
edifice itself grows sympathetic, and the 
eye turns to it as to a friend through 
whose inflexible features a generous hpart 
is discovered. The building.of this pal¬ 
ace was first conceived by Luca Pitti in 
1460. He engaged the great Brunelleschi 
to make the grandest and most sump¬ 
tuous plan which he could imagine; for 
this rich nnd powerful citizen was dying of 
jealousy on account of the Riccardi and 
Strozzi palaces, built by his enemies, and 
he resolved to rival iheir magnfiicence, 
through one, in the court of which as he 
said, ‘ the other two could dance together.’ 
But even his immense fortune proved in¬ 
sufficient for the undertaking. Not count¬ 
ing first the*cost, he began to build and 
was unable to finish, and his heirs were 
prudent to leave the great work incom¬ 
plete. In 1549 it was sold to the wife of 
Cosmo I., when it was finished, and be¬ 
came the residence of the Ducal family. 
It was to the gardens (Boboli) of this 
palace that Michael Angelo resorted to 
study the art of sculpture in presence of 
the antiques—mostly gathered here at 
different times by Lorenzo “the Magnifi¬ 
cent.” Here the young genius moulded 
his first statuette —the horridly expressive 
satyr yet preserved in the royal gallery— 
and here in a quarrel with another sculp¬ 
tor (Torrigiano) he gained the broken 
nose, which characterises all his por¬ 
traits. 

The Salviati palace was the birth-place 
of Cosmo I., the most grandly bad of the 
Medici; as was his elder namesake, and 
‘Father of his Country,’ the least bad, or, 
as some say, the most grandly good of 
this notorious family. In the centre of 
the elegant court of this palace (now 
called Palazzo Apparello) is a marble 
statue of Cosmo as first grand Duke, in 
royal robes and crowned. His father was 
the famous Giovanni de Medici, one of 
the most valiant of the Italian Captains 
of the loth and 16th centuries. On the 
anniversary of his son’s birth he dreamed 
that he saw him with a royal crown on 
his head. This dream made such an im¬ 
pression, that he resolved to tempt God 
as to the destiny of the child. Conse¬ 
quently, he ordered his wife (Maria, 
daughter of Lucrezia de Medici, and niece 
of Leo X.) to carry the babe into the up¬ 
per story of the palace, which she did 
tremblingly, though asking no questions. 
Whereupon he descended into the street 
and called her to appear on the balcony 
above, then spreading his arms bade her 
throw the infant down to him. She re¬ 
fused ; then entreated ; but he was a Me¬ 
dici as well as herself, and her lord ; she 
knew that obstinacy would cost both her 
and the child’s life; so as he persisted, 
she let go the child, casting him, as she 
said jnto the arms of God ; but fainting 
herself in the act. His father caught 
him unharmed, saying aloud as he kissed 
his forehead, “my dream has not lied to 
me, thou shalt he king !” The indomit¬ 
able nature of this Giovanni de Medici is 
illustrated by another characteristic anec¬ 
dote of six years later. Having been 
wounded in th? battle, it was found nec¬ 
essary to amputate the leg, and prepara¬ 
tions were making to tie him for the pur¬ 
pose to his bed, when he seized the light; 
and sitting up, bade the surgeon proceed, 
as he wished himself to 6ee the operation, 
and would not be bound. During the 
whole time be uttered no groan, nor waB 
the light observed once to tremble in his 
Jiand! The following day he died ?f 


his wound, aged only twenty-nine years. 
His wife—who seems to have inherited 
virtues from some other than her Medi¬ 
cean source remained a widow, and de¬ 
voted herself to the training of her son ; 
but though his early years were promis¬ 
ing, and though his mental developments 
were extraordinary, his after life gave lit¬ 
tle good fruit in return for his moral cul¬ 
ture. 

Just outside the Roman gate is the sha¬ 
dy avenue leading to the Poggio lmperi- 
ale, another of the Medici palaces, from 
which the hill it stands on takes its 
name. The melancholy cypress-bordered 
avenue is a favorite after-dinner walk in 
Summer, and a refreshing green spot in 
the picture of Florence. The palace it¬ 
self commands a fine view of the city and 
its lovely environs, and being now unoc¬ 
cupied, is much visited by strangers.— 
It was formerly the Palazzo Baroncelli, 
and it is said thut a member of that an¬ 
cient family, most devotedly uttached to 
Cosmo I., came out of his palace to meet 
his master on his return from Rome, and 
was so enraptured to find that he had re¬ 
ceived the title of Grand Duke from the 
Pope, that he died on the spot, of joy !— 
an iustance of enthusiastic loyalty which 
seems, at least, apochryphal. But his 
was not the only death caused here by a 
Medicis. Cosmo purchased the palace, 
and gave it to his beautiful daughter Isa¬ 
bella on her marriage with the Duke d’ 
Orsini, and here the cruel husband stran¬ 
gled her, at the instigation of her own 
brother, Francesco I., in a fit of jealous 
frenzy. The loves and misfortunes of Is- 
abello d’Orsini—whom Vasari, the great 
painter, declares from personal knowl¬ 
edge was beloved by her unnatural father 
with incestuous passions—have been the 
theme of poets and romancers ever since. 
The story of her tragical end, prefaced 
by that of her two sisters—the fatality of 
violent death having fallen on all save 
one of Cosmo’s children—is briefly as 
follows : 

Maria, his eldest daughter was called 
at seventeen “the beautiful Spring flower 
of Florence.” Young Malatesti, page of 
the Grand Duke, unfortunately fell in 
love with her, and his passion was re¬ 
turned with that “first love” which seizes 
the head as well as the heart. The lovers 
were surprised ; Cosmo informed ; the 
young Maria poisoned! Lucrezia, sec¬ 
ond daughter, married at eighteen the 
Duke of Ferrara. One day, soon after, a 
courier arrived at the Tuscan court, an¬ 
nouncing the sudden death of the young 
princess ; official report said of putrid fe¬ 
ver ; current report of assassination by a 
jealous husband ! Isabella, third daugh¬ 
ter, and favorite of her father, was mar¬ 
ried at sixteen to Orsini, Duke of Bracci- 
ano; and the conditions of the marriage 
were that they should live six months of 
the year in Tuscany. Predisposed to 
jealousy, by reports of Cosmo’s unparent- 
al love for his daughter, the Duke left 
one of his confidents to watch his wife.— 
This worthy guardian of her honor, after 
seducing her himself, wrote to her hus¬ 
band that her character was irreproacha¬ 
ble ; but soon after killed her page of 
whom he was himself jealous, thus reveal¬ 
ing the love of both for Isabella. On 
learning these things through Francesco, 
then Grand Duke, Orsini returned to his 
wife, hiding his meditated revenge, under 
the mask of unwonted tenderness. The 
following day invited her to accompany 
him on the chase, and on their return to 
sup with him privately in his chamber.— 
A presentiment of evil made the culpable 
beauty ask her maid of honor if she 
would advise her to go. She went; 
supped, and was caressed ; betrayed by a 
kiss; strangled without a cry ! How 
Italian the manner of her murder ! 

The unnatural hatred of two of Cosmo’s 
son ; the murder of one by the other ; the 
death of the fraticide by the enraged fa¬ 
ther ; who declared that he should not 
live to be a Cain in his family ; and the 
consequent decease of broken heart of the 
Grand Duchess; “are they not all writ¬ 
ten in the books of the Chronicles, of the 
acts and deeds of the Medici ?”

Where ho They Come From?"— The 
New York Express asks this question, end 
an entomological writer answers:— 

“The mosquito proceeds from the animal 
commonly culled the ‘wiggle tail.’ I took a 
bowl of clean water, and set it in the sun. 
In u few days some half a dozen wiggle tails 
were visible. These continued to increase 
in size until they were about 3-16ths of an 
inch long. As they approached their ma¬ 
turity they remained longer ut the surface, 
seeming to live in the two mediums, air nnd 
water. Finally they assumed the chrysalis 
form, and l»y nu increased specific gravity 
sank to the bottom of the bowl. Here, in a 
few hours, 1 perceived short, black furz, or 
hair, growing on the side of each, until it as¬ 
sumed the form of a minute CRtapillar. And 
thus, its specific gravity being counteracted 
or lightened, it readily floated to the surluce, 
and the slightest breath of air wsftcd it 
against the side of the bowl. In a brief 
space of time afterwards, the warm atmos¬ 
phere hatched out the fly, and it escaped, 
leaving its tiny house upon the water. How 
beautiful, yet how simple! 

After the water had gone through this pro¬ 
cess, 1 found it perfectly free from animal- 
culte. 1 therefore came to the conclusion 
that this wiggle tail is a species of the Bhark, 
who, huving devoured whole tribes of ani- 
rnalculse, takes to himself wings and escapes 
into a different medium to torture inankiud, 
and deposit its eggs upon the water to pro¬ 
duce other wiggle tuils, which, in turn, pro¬ 
duce other mosquitoes. 

Any man who has “kept house,” with a 
cistern in the yard, has doubtless'observed 
the same effect every summer. Open your 
cistern cover any morning in mosquito sea¬ 
son, and millions of them will fly in your 
face. Close your windows at night at the 
risk of being smothered for the want of air; 
being careful at the same time previously to 
exclude every mosquito, and go to bed with 
a pitcher of thut same cistern water in the 
room, and enough will breed froru it during 
the night to give you any satisfactory amount 
of trouble. In fact, standing by a shallow 
half stagnant pool, in a midsummer’s day, 
you may see the wiggle tuils become per¬ 
fectly developed mosquitoes, and.they will 
rise from the surface of the water and fly in¬ 
to your face and sting you. What it is nec¬ 
essary to know at this day is, has there yet 
been discovered any positive exterminator 
of that internal pest, and disturber of night*' 
slumbers—the mosquito?”

Modern Science. 

Modern Science has made many dis¬ 
coveries in relation to the ocean, its depth, 
and its beds or basins. According to 
Mr. Charles R. Weld, who recently made 
a tour through the United States and 
Canada, the vast seaweed meadows of the 
Atlantic, which cover a space seven times 
as large as France, teem with life, and 
deep sea-soundings which reveal the sea¬ 
floor of the greatest depths, show that 
the bottom of the ocean is frequently 
paved with calcerous and silicious shells. 
The Atlantic basin is a vast trough, 
bounded on one side by America, and on 
the other side by Africa, and rising out 
of this trough are mountains.higher than 
the loftiest Himalayaha, from peak to 
peak of which huge whales hold their 
course with the same precision with 
which eagles pass from crag to crag; and 
valleys deeper than any trodden by the 
foot of man, within whose oozy folds the 
great waters lie in perpetual repose.— 
Depths have been sounded in the Atlantic 
greater than the elevation of any moun¬ 
tain above ks surface. 

Another modern writer, speaking o£ 
this great basin, says that, could its wa¬ 
ters be drawn off so as to expose to view 
this great chasm which separates conti¬ 
nents from the Arctic to the Antarctic, it 
would present a scene rugged and grand 
beyond description. The very ribs of 
the solid earth would be brought to light, 
and we should behold at one view, in the 
mighty cradle of the ocean, the sad re- 
i mains of a thousand fearful wrecks, with 
their counties human skulls buried in 
heaps of pearl and inestimable stones 
which lie concealed upon the bottom of 
the deep. From the top of the Chimbo¬ 
razo to the bottom of the Atlantic, at the 
deepest place yet reached by the plummet 
in a vertical line is nine miles. The deep¬ 
est part of the North Atlantic is proba¬ 
bly somewhere between the Bermudas 
and the Grand Banks. The waters of 
the Gulf of Mexico are held in a basin, 
whose greatest depth is about a mile. 

A Sermon to Highwaymen. 

Tlie English Methodist.Magazine for 1767 
contains the following remarkable narrative: 

Foiir gentlemen and an old minister were 
assailed on the highway by three robbers, 
who demanded and took possession of all 
their funds. The old minister pleaded very 
hard to be allowed a little money, as he was 
on his way to pay a hill in London. The 
highwaymen, as our authority informs us, 
“being generous fellows, gave him all his 
money back again, on condition of preach¬ 
ing them a sermon.” Accordingly they 
retired a little distance from the highway, 
and the minister addressed them as fol¬ 
lows :—

undergone by you ; their professions brought 
them all to untimely deaths; and, if you 
continue in your course, so will yours bring 
you. But in this poiut, beloved, you differ 
mightily; for the apostles ascended from 
earth into heaven, where, I am afraid, you 
will never be found; but as their deaths 
were compensated with eternal glory, yours 
will be rewarded with eternal shame and 
misery, unless you mend your manners.” 

Easy way to Compute Interest.— 
In a late Baltimore paper a correspondent 
gives the following plan for computing 
interest at 6 per cent for any number of 
days:—Divide the number of days by 
six, and multiply the dollars by the divi¬ 
dend, the result is the interest in deci¬ 
mals ; cut off the right hand figure and 
you have it in dollars or cents, thus ;— 
What is the interest of $100 for twenty- 
one days ? 21 divided by 6 is 3 1-2; 100 
multiplied by 3 1-2 is 350, or 35 eents. 
Again ; what is the interest on $373 for 
ninety-three days ? 93 divided by 6 is 
15 1-2; 378 multiplied by 15 1-2 is 
5859, or $5,85 and 6-10.
